Jane reported that she spoke with Laura Weiner and confirmed that Grafton Street will be 
a site for public art. 

Public Art Youth Inititative: Thomas Hartl 

The family of Grade James, an Arlington teen who died in an accident three years 
ago, would like to fund an annual art project 

This may be in the form of banners along Mass Ave, which will be displayed for 
3 months in 2016 

Thomas, Adria and Jane will meet with Adam in January to discuss logistics and 
next steps. They plan to meet with the Board of Selectmen in February 
Banners are 7’ x 3’, double sided, and cost approximately $65/banner 
Adria brought up the issue of “competitions” for teens, which can be controversial 
A coordinator for this project will be needed. 

It was noted that the January meeting will be moved from the 16* to the 22"‘^. 

The group reviewed Jean Mineo’s proposal, which will be sent to Adam for review.

Transformer Boxes - report from Jill 

6 boxes in Arlington Heights have been identified

install them. 

The wraps cost approximately $15/sq ft 
The project will be moved up a month in order to allow the artists to begin in 
May/June 

2 of the transformer boxes are located on poles and we will need to run these by 
the Town to make sure there are no liability issues 
Deadline for entries: March 15, 2015
